Embodied the meaning of ‘Town Father’

WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
is mourning the loss of former 
selectman George W. Boylen. 
Boylen died on Saturday at the 
Wilmington Health Care 
Center. 

Boylen was an exceptionally 
bright, yet totally unassuming 
person who contributed a lot to 
the town. 

He was born in Lowell in 1927 
and grew up at Silver Lake, 
where his parents, George and 
Marion, settled in the early 
1930s. His mother served on the 
Wilmington Board of Health for 
over 20 years, was a founding 
member of the Wilmington 
Community Fund, and was hon- 
ored as Wilmington's “Good 
Guy” of 1974. 

Educated in the Wilmington 
school system, he was a gradu- 
ate of the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst. A 
World War II Navy veteran, he 
worked at the Mass. Institute of 
‘Technology (MIT) as an indus- 


trial hygienist until his retire- 
ment in 1987. 

Boylen was appointed to the 
Finance Committee in 1960, and 
remained on that board for six

Planning Board wants more 40B development 


Dear Editor, 

I would like to respond to the 
Planning Board's letter in last 
week's edition. Although the 
letter dances around the real 
issue, it is so far the only 
response to my original letter 
that is worthy of a reply. The 
Planning Board focuses many 
of its comments on the loca- 
tion of the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles (RMV). I do not 
recall ever making any state- 
ments on the location or sug- 
gesting a denial of the project. 
I do however criticize the 
Planning Board for not know- 
ing, or even asking, how much 
traffic will be generated from 
the RMV. No traffic study was 
done, no mitigation was 
sought 

The Planning Board states in 
its letter that it is mandated to 
uphold the local zoning 
through subdivision control, 
issuing special permits, and 
reviewing site plans. Yes, this 
is a fact. It also states in 
Section 30.6 that the Planning 
Board can (a) approve site 
plan, (b) approve site plan 
subject to conditions, modifi- 
cations, limitations and safe- 
guards, or (c) deny the appli- 
cation. So the question is, why 
did the Planning Board not 
seek mitigation for safeguards 
regarding traffic? The 
Planning Board claims it will 
only be "a few cars at a time 
all day long” and cites the 99 
on Lowell Street and the RMV 
in Reading as an example. 
This statement just demon- 
strates the Planning Board's 
lack of sensitivity to the resi- 
dents that use this area on a 
daily basis. I welcome business 
in this area. I personally use 
this area everyday. But safety 
should come first above all 
else.

Ten Tewksbury 
Residents Raise 


Nearly $47,000 for 
the Jimmy Fund 


TEWKSBURY — The Pan- 
Massachusetts Challenge 
(PMC) raised a record-break- 
ing $33 million for cancer 
research and care at Dana- 
Farber Cancer _Institute 
through its August cycling 
event - $7 million more than the 
organization raised last year. 
The total sum is more than 
twice the amount ever raised 
for charity by any other athlet- 
ic fundraising event. It is the 
single largest contribution 
made to the Jimmy Fund. 

Ten PMC cyelists, who reside 
in Tewksbury, raised nearly 
$47,000 of the $33 million. 

The contribution represents 
100 percent of every rider- 
raised dollar, a first in the 
PMC’s 28-year history. Since its 
1980 inception, the PMC has 
raised more than $200 million 
for the Jimmy Fund. 

“Raising as much money as 
possible for cancer research is 
the foundation of the PMC cul- 
ture,” says Billy Starr, PMC 
Founder and Executive 
Director. “PMCers compete 
more about the money they 
raise than they do about their 
cycling speed..” 

The 27 percent increase in 
funds raised was primarily the 
result of an explosive 20 percent 
increase in the number of 
cyclists who rode in the event, 
according Starr. Each cyclist 
was required to raise between 
$1,000 and $3,600 to participate, 
depending on the chosen route. 
In 2007, the PMC attracted 5,100 
cycling fundraisers from 36 
states and 10 countries. Also, 
the PMC this year created a 
new, one-day, 50-mile loop that 
started and ended at Babson 
College in Wellesley. The new 
route attracted 330 new riders 
who brought in an additional $1 
million for the Jimmy Fund. 
There are now seven PMC 
routes which cover 360 miles of 
infrastructure and travel 
through 46 cities and towns. In 
addition, 23 PMC Kids Rides in 
Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire brought in more 
than $463,000, which was 
$200,000 more than the PMC 
ee Rides program raised last 


"Vihile many initially join the 
PMC for the athletic challenge 
and because of the event’s rep- 


utation as a beautiful and well- 
supported ride, “people stay 
involved and raise so much 
because they become a part of 
the PMC family, reaping the 
personal and spiritual benefits 
of participating in something 
greater than themselves,” Starr 
explains. “The PMC is one 
weekend a year when people 
feel deeply connected to others 
in a way that is hard to repli- 
cate..” According to Starr the 
camaraderie shared by cyclists, 
volunteers, and supporters is 
among the PMC's greatest 
attributes. 

“The PMC and its riders are 
true heroes in the war on can- 
cer,” said Dana-Farber 
President Edward J. Benz, Jr., 
M.D. “The money they raise is 
critical to our mission to eradi- 
cate cancer and enables us to 
invest in major new patient 
care and research initiatives as 
well as to provide support ser- 
vices for our patients and their 
families.” 

Founded in 1980 when 36 
cyclists rode across 
Massachusetts and raised 
$10,200 for the Jimmy Fund, the 
PMC is known today as the 
“gold standard” of athletic 
fundraising events, due to the 
unprecedented sums it raises 
and its consistently efficient 
charity pass-through rate. 
Through the 1990s, the PMC 
contributed between 92 to 99 
cents of rider-raised dollar. 
This year’s 100 percent pass- 
through rate is nearly unparal- 
leled in the $1.5 billion athletic 
fundraising event industry. 
Presenting sponsors, Boston 

Sox Foundation, 
Overstock.com and Covidien, 
along with 200 other corporate 
sponsors, underwrite the cost of 
producing the event and pro- 
vide in-kind contributions of 
goods and services. In addition, 
2,500 volunteers work through- 
out the year and during PMC 
weekend, fulfilling many roles 
that are typically paid posi- 
tions. 

PMC 2008 is set for August 2 
and 3. Registration opens 
online on January 8 for alumni 
and January 15 for newcomers.

said. “I think Peter has created a 
very inspiring project. | like that 
the words 'cares,' ‘better,’ ‘equal- 
ity,' and 'respect' are used in the 
definition.

“More than 70 kids showed up. 
We were absolutely surprised at 
the interest level,” said Mahoney. 

He and Lomanno spoke frankly 
with the kids about just how 
much work would be involved in 
putting together a newspaper. 
That didn't scare off these kids. 
Not one student left the room and 
almost everyone returned for the 
next meeting, 

Mahoney let Bjork know of the 
situation and it was quickly 
agreed that the entire center 
spread would be devoted to the 
Middle School newspaper - one 
page for the seventh graders and 
one page for the eighth graders. 
The sixth graders, under the 
leadership of Middle School 
teacher Jeannette Savage, would 
produce an in-house publication. 

The only loose end for the Crier 
to tie up was to find sponsorship 
for the two pages. 

“My first thought was Analog 
said Bjork.

She is pleased that the kids are 
being exposed to a wide range of 
topics, both in school and out in 
the community. 

“I think it is a fabulous idea.for 
kids to feel a sense of ownership 
and school pride,” -said 
McMenimen. “It is a great 
avenue, not only as an extra-cur- 
ricular activity, but for social 
interaction as well.”

‘TewksburyOdororg attended the 
Board of Health meeting last 
week for an update on issues 
raised over the pig farming prac- 
tices at Krochmal Farm. 
‘Tewksbury's Director of Public 
Health, Lou-Ann Clement, pre- 
‘sénted a preliminary report to 
the Board of Health, based on the 
report she presented more 
recently on Tuesday night to the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Clement, answered the group's 
questions point by point. In her 
professional opinion the source of 
the nuisance odors, stem from a 
“holding tank” and pig house, 
efected on the property three 
years ago. Krochmal Farm 
received a letter of violation from 
the' Building Department for fail- 
ing to secure permits before 
building the new pig house and 
holding tank, and received an 
order from the Conservation 
Commission to prevent storm 
‘water runoff into the wetlands. 

Clement reported that Building 
Commissioner Colantuoni issued 
the letter of violation on 
November 20 requiring that the 
farm must immediately correct 
the building erected without prop- 
er permits. 

According to Clement, John 
Cave, Jr. admitted to the building 
départment that the building con- 
structed three years did not have 
appropriate permite, The build- 
‘ing’department believes the giant 
livestock fans, which offer venti- 
lation to pigs inside, redistribute 
odors to the outside. Colantuoni 
suggests that this process may 
“exaggerate normal odors.” 

The Conservation Commission, 
_ in its role of protecting wetlands, 

‘ ordered the farm last week to cre- 
‘ ate a berm to prevent storm 
water runoff into the wetlands. 
During the inspection no runoff

be deployed, or even back home - 
you still feel a void and Local 
Heroes has become a support 
group. According to the 
Murphys, Local Heroes is, “help- 
ing people sleep through the 
night.” 

Sometimes actions speak louder 
than words. When their anniver- 
sary fell on a Wednesday, Murphy 
called his wife to ask where they 
should have lunch, because they 
both knew they would be packing 
boxes with Local Heroes at din- 
nertime. 

Local Heroes is a non-profit 
organization with no political or 
organizational affiliation. 
Founder Lou Cimaglia said they 
have not missed a Wednesday 
night packing meeting since its 
inception on November 3, 2004, 
and never have less than 25 peo- 
ple show up to help. 

Cimaglia is a Desert Storm vet- 
eran who started sending pack- 
ages on his own when his old unit 
went over again for the War on 


Terror. He kept connecting with 
other people who had 
friends/family serving overseas 
and decided to start a non-profit 
organization to ship packages. 
He never dreamed that the group 
would evolve into a support 
group. 

There were many volunteers 
present last Wednesday with 
loved ones serving overseas, 
including Nancy Higgins and 
Cindy Chase whose nephew Bob 
Jameral is a Corporal in the 
Marines; Kathleen Wyman who 
has a daughter in the Philippines 
now, but for more than a year had 
her son Mark and her daughter 
Deborah both over in Iraq; and 
Kim Bowse whose son Daniel is 
currently in Afghanistan. 

The packages sent out on 
December 5th will be the final 
shipment guaranteed to arrive 
before Christmas. Every 
Wednesday night gathering and 
every single package makes a dif- 
ference this time of year.

However, the 
Commission pursued the berm to 
stave off a hazard in the future. 

Two advisory teams have visit- 
ed  Krochmal Farm with 
Clement; one from the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Health and the other from the 


Department of Agricultural 
Resources. As of press time, the 
Department of Agricultural 


Resources has yet to issue a 
report to the town. 

A new resident group to help 
educate, review, advise, and dis- 
seminate information to the com- 
munity is being formed. The res- 
ident group will include, Clement, 
‘Tewksbury residents Jane Benfey 
and Michelle Walsh, two 
‘Tewksbury Board of Health mem- 
bers - Christine Kinnon and Ed 
Sheehan, one Wilmington resi- 
dent - James Kim, and 
Wilmington Health Director, 
Gregory Erickson. 

Ralph McHatton, Chair of the 

Board of Health, indicated that a 
public meeting for residents at 
the Trahan School is now off the 
table, never having really been 
put on it in the first place, 
“We are comfortable in this 
process at this time,” said 
McHatton, who added that the 
meeting was never decided upon, 
just a suggestion. During the 
Board of Health meeting last 
Thursday, McHatton noted that 
some of the issues raised are 
beyond the scope of his Board 
and have been referred to appro- 
priate departments, such as the 
building department. 

Residents have expressed relief 
and appreciation to town officials 
in response to Clement's findings. 

“Living there is just like living 
in hell,” said Wilmington resident 
Karen Doran at the Board of 
Health meeting, of the farm's 
odor wafting to her property over

the summer. “Last summer the 
smell was bad. This summer it 
was unbearable. Then all of a 
sudden in October it went away.” 

“I would like to express my 
relief. My relief that we are final- 
ly being heard,” said Michelle 
Walsh, lifelong resident of 
Tewksbury and newly appointed 
member of the resident advisory 
group. “We have a right to 
breathe clean air, a right to enjoy 
our homes, and a right to protect 
our investment.” 

Walsh also spoke about chang- 
ing local and state bylaws and 
regulations to reflect modern 
agricultural practices and practi- 
cal considerations of zoning. 

“This is not just a Board of 
Health issue,” said Brian 
DeLonais, a member of 
TewksburyOdor.org, at the Board 
of Selectmen meeting Tuesday. 
“This is a multidimensional issue 
involving several departments in 
town.” 

DeLonais asked how many pigs 
can be supported on the farm and 
inquired as to how much land is 
needed to support that pig popu- 
lation. “Please help us find a long 
term solution. I really do appreci- 
ate the results from the Board of 
Health. I think it is a great start.” 

Regarding residents' concern 
over increased truck activity 
around the farm in the morning 
and evenings, Clement's investi- 
gation shows that some trucks 
leave early in the morning to col- 
lect food. 

Clement mentioned complaints 
made to the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals (MSPCA), but 
was not privy to any findings 
because MSPCA records are not 
considered public documents. 

Clement believes that the pri- 
mary source of the odor comes 
from a three-year old holding 
tank. The tank, essentially a 
foundation or basement under- 


Wilmington resident Tom 
Convery knows firsthand just how 
much a package means to troops 
this time of year. When he served 
in Korea during Vietnam he was 
grateful just to receive a 
Christmas card. For the local 
families with troops overseas 
now, Tom has gotten to know 
what kind of music and movies 
they all appreciate, and when 
those types of donations come in 
he tries to see that they get to 
people who will enjoy them 
Packages often include T-shirts 
and sweatshirts, handmade 
cards, photos, sometimes even a 
joke newsletter. Now that there 
are reports of snow in 
Afghanistan, the members of 
Local Heroes are already starting 
to receive the annual notes that 
plead, “Send chocolate, please!” 

When all of the goods had been 
packed it was discovered that 
they were 11 boxes short of reach- 
ing their goal of 5,000 packages. 

Bob Ticehurst, president of 


neath the pig barn, collects pig 
feces through grates in the floor 
above. The pig feces are then 
pumped out of the tank via a sep- 
tic truck and then spread on 
fields as fertilizer, an accepted 
agricultural practice. During 
growing season, the feces are 
composted instead of spread on 
the fields. Clement requires that 
the farm remove ten loads from 
the holding tank per week and 
spread it on fields, in order to 
minimize the accumulation of 
odor and waste in the tank. The 
farm must also notify the health 
officer when the manure is 
spread and plowed into fields.

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citing excessive density. State 
Representative James Miceli 
and Burlington Avenue resident 
Neil Devins went so far as to 
file suit against the BOA for its 
approval of the project. That 
suit, however, failed and no fur- 
ther appeal was filed. 

In March of 2007, representa- 
tives for the developer, 
Tambone Investment Group, 
notified the town that it would 
be scaling the project down by 
as much as 10 percent. The 
number of units, number of 
bedrooms, the general layout, 
and the finishes would not be 
altered - only the total square 
footage of the units would be 
affected. Market conditions 
were cited as the impetus for 
the intended reduction in size. 

The Town Crier obtained

Ticehurst has done much more 
than occasionally join the group 
for packing, and picking up the 
tab for some supplies to ship. At 
‘Got Books?’ Ticehurst maintains 
a large donation container for 
Local Heroes and in November 
half of all book sale proceeds 
went to benefit Local Heroes. 

Author Dean Koontz found out 
about the fundraising efforts for 
the Local Heroes program and 
sent 500-signed copies of his 


Additionally, Krochmal farm 
has stopped using organic addi- 
tives that turn solid waste to liq- 
uid. 

Clement did not reveal the 
acreage available for manure 
spreading or how long it takes the 
manure to neutralize in the soil. 

Residents also had numerous 
concerns regarding public health. 
The Department of Public Health 
reported that while there is no 
evidence that residents near pig 
farms are at any greater risk for 
E. coli or hepatitis, associated 
odors could cause irritation in the 
eyes, nose, and throat as well as 
irritate asthmatics.

The report did not find any cor 
relation with pediatric asthma or 
bronchitis, though it did note that 
Tewksbury has a slightly elevated 
rate of bronchitis when compared 
to the state average.

The holding tank was 
constructed only three years ago, 
leaving the results somewhat 
inconclusive. Residents ques- 
tioned the data and may request 
a health survey of households 
around’ the pig farm from the 
State Department of Public 
Health.

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Rams take 
home Voc. 
Bowl title

QUINCY - The Shawsheen 
Tech football team knew going 
into their Massachusetts Large 
School Vocational 
Championship game last 
Thursday night that they would 
be facing probably the toughest 
defense they had faced all year 
when they took on 
Southeastern Regional of South 
Easton. But they also knew 
that they had an offense that 
had proven themselves capable 
of moving the ball against any- 

one. 

The Southeastern defense, 
which was allowing just nine 
points a game on the season 
coming in, did indeed provide a 
tough test for the Rams, but 
riding a strong performance 
from their powerful offense, as 
well as a dominating defense 
and opportunistic special 
teams play, the Rams came 
away with a 27-14 victory at 
Quincy Veterans Memorial 
Stadium to earn their second 
consecutive vocational title and 
finish their season with a 
record of 10-2. Their opponents 
from the South Shore finished 
their season with a record of 8- 
4, 

It was the Rams third appear- 
ance in the voke title game in 
its four years of existence and 
in that time the Rams have 
clearly established themselves 
as one of the most dominant 
vocational schools in the state 

Last year the Rams dominat- 
ed Bay Path Regional of 
Charlton to win by a score of 
35-8, after losing the first annu- 
al championship game to the 
same team in 2004. While the 
score this year was much clos- 
er, Shawsheen once again dom- 
inated in all facets of the game 
after overcoming an 8-7 deficit 
early in the second quarter. 

Shawsheen led 27-8 at the half 
and although they were unable 
to score in the second half they 
were also never seriously 
threatened against a 
Southeastern offense that with 
the exception of one drive in 
each half could not get any- 
thing going against a stingy 
Rams defense. 

“I was very proud of the way 
we played and I am very proud 
of this team for the way they 
have played all year and for the 
fact that they have now won 
two vocational titles in a row,” 
Shawsheen coach Al -Costabille 
said. 

Shawsheen got two fouchown 
passes from senior quarter- 
back Joe Gore of Wilmington, 
including one on the final play 
of the first half and got two 
rushing touchdowns and 87 
yards on the ground from 
sophomore running back Chris 
Clark. 

They also got a pair of big 
special teams plays with senior 
John Allen recovering a fum- 
bled punt to set the Rams up in 
great scoring position for their 
second touchdown and a huge 
punt return from senior Derek 
Sorenson to set up their final 
touchdown before the half. 

Shawsheen got on the board 
first using their powerful run- 
ning game which has been 
splendid down the stretch of 
the season to drive 69 yards on 
six plays after taking the open- 
ing kickoff. Clark capped thee 
drive with a 35 yard run for his 
first score of the game. He was 
sprung by a great block from 
Allen on the play, the first of 
many big plays the senior 
would make in his final high 
school game. Nick Danas 


added the extra point for a 7-0 
lead with 6:59 left in the first 


quarter. 

Southeastern appeared ready 
to go toe to toe with the Rams 
with their opening drive of the 
game, as they pyt together a 14 
play, 67 yard drive that chewed 


up nearly eight minutes on the 
game clock and got their first 
score of the game on a three 
yard run by Richie Joyner with 
9:19 left in the half. Rafael 
Marmolejos ran in the two 
point conversion to give the 
Hawks an 8-7 lead. 

The stingy Southeastern 
defense stepped up on the next 
Rams possession, forcing the 
Rams to punt, but the Rams got 
the first break of the game 
when the when the 
Southeastern return man 
dropped the punt, and Allen 
was right on the spot to come 
up with the fumble recovery to 
give the Rams the ball at the 
Hawk 18 yard line. On the next 
play Clark took advantage of a 
stunned Hawks defense to race 
practically untouched into the 
end zone for his second score of 
the game and a 13-8 lead after 
the failed extra point attempt. 

“That was a big play for us,” 
Shawsheen coach Al Costabile 
said. “They had a chance to 
take momentum away form us, 
but we got the turnover and 
took advantage of it right away 
to re-establish the momentum 
for ourselves.”

Customers can 
select from an array of colors 
and designs, or submit their 
own color swatches or sketches. 
Some pet lovers will even send 
in a photograph of their pet, 
which can be used to create a 
likeness of their animal, com- 
plete with breed-specific traits 
and unique markings. 

“I encourage my customers 
to come up with their own ideas 
for their bowl. In fact, some of 
my best designs have been 
adapted from customized pot- 
tery that my customers helped 
design,” explained Carter, who 
also plans to add canvas paint- 
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ings to her company’s offerings 
in January. 

She has also developed a 
line of jewelry that is safe for 
pets of all sizes to wear and 
that can be outfitted to include 
identification tags.

“NO COUNTRY FOR OLD MEN” works as a straightfor- 
ward action film, but also is more. It is a harrowing tale of 
a sadistic madman, played by Javier Bardem, who kills 
without conscience.

Set in 1980, the movie tells 
ot a drug deal gone wrong. A

He 
decides to flee with the cash, 
vul Chigurh is constantly on 
jus trail, thanks to a tracking 
device hidden among the 
bills 

It Is a taut cat-and-mouse 
game. Moss tries to keep one 

p ahead of the monstrous 
Chigurh. who has no problem 
olling anyone who ventures 
into his path. Then there is 
Sheriff Ed Tom Bell (Tommy 


Lee Jones), who is pursuing 
both men while bemoaning 
the downfall of society. 

The film works as a 
straightforward action film, 
but it also says interesting 
things about how good and 
evil exist in society. You don't 
just watch the film; you listen 
to pick up the revealing 
nuances in dialogue. 

There also are little touch- 
es that flesh out the charac- 
ters and add depth to the pro- 
ceedings. For example, Moss 
discovers a dying man beg- 
ging for water at the crime 
scene. He later returns with 
water, an act of kindness that 
goes horribly wrong, 

Like the Coens’ film 
‘Fargo’, the movie mixes 
dark wit with gore. But most 
of the time, the film is 
unbearably tense. During a 
sequence in which Moss hides 
out in a motel, viewe liter- 
ally will hold their breath. It 
is that nerve-\ king 

Jones, as al is exem- 
plary. Brolin, the son of 
James Brolin, looks like a 
seedier version of his dad at 
the same age. He is terrific as 
a man who has been beaten 
down but still has some fight 
in him 

All of the actors are excel- 


lent, but Bardem's unnerving 
performance is the one that 
will stay with you. Chigurh 
often relies on a coin toss to 
decide a person's fate. The 
soulless look in his dark eyes 
as he makes someone choose 
between heads and tails is the 
kind of creepy detail that 


pops up in nightmares. 


“THE MIST” 
GRADE: *** 


Even if the movie itself 
doesn’t raise a single goose 
bump on you, the ending of 
The Mist is sure to get you 
thinking, and talking. 

The story by Stephen King 
on which the movie is based 
ended with a vague sense of 
hope, but director Frank 
Darabont goes in a different 
direction, creating a finale 
filled with irony. 

It will likely anger, and 
possibly sicken, many, but it 
also may be the gutsiest end- 
ing to a film you will see this 
year. 

The Mist essentially is a 
monster movie with a strong 
cast. Thomas Jane leads the 
way as David Drayton, a 
movie poster artist who is at 
the supermarket with his 
young son Billy (Nathan 
Gamble) when a mysterious 
mist overtakes the small 
Maine town he calls home. A 
frantic man (Jeffrey 
DeMunn), his face bloodied, 
joins those who have huddled 
together inside the store. 
Something is in the mist, he 
tells them. 

As it turns out, there are a 
lot of things out there, mon- 
sters of various shapes and 
sizes. It all might be connect- 
ed to a nearby military base 
and the mysterious 
“Arrowhead Project."" A 
young soldier (Sam Witwer) 
knows something, but he isn't 
talking. Religious fanatic 
Mrs. Carmody (Marcia Gay 
Harden) says the end has 
come; the more people that 
die, the more survivors she 
converts to her flock, whip- 
ping them into a bloodthirsty 
mob. 

David becomes the unoffi- 
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cial leader of those with com- 
mon sense, which includes 
Amanda Dumfries (Laurie 
Holden), a schoolteacher who 
is new in town, and the mild- 
mannered assistant manager 
Ollie. Brent Norton (Andre 
Braugher), a neighbor with 
whom David was involved in 
a nasty property dispute in 
the recent past, causes more 
problems. 

As human nature rears its 
often ugly head, the dangers 
inside the grocery store grad- 
ually become as great as 
those in the mist. 

The creatures don't look 
100-percent realistic (then 
again, how realistic should 
giant creatures that live in a 
crawling mist look?), but the 
film is more about people 
than monsters anyway. 

The Mist will engulf your 
senses until the final minutes. 
You may not like the ending, 
but you have to respect the 
director for avoiding the hap- 
pily-ever-after conclusion 
some may expect. 


“BEOWULF” 
GRADE: **** 


There is a recent trend in 
Hollywood to release films to 
regular theaters, while also 
showing the same film on the 
much bigger [MAX screens, 
which alows the studios to 
charge much more money for 
tickets t essenitaly the same 
film. Many times, there is no 
real reason to see it in the 
bigger venue, unless one is a 
diehard fan of the film. 

"Beowulf" is the rare 
exception that deserves to be 
seen in its 3-D version. 

It's the special effects that 
make this incarnation of 
"Beowulf" enjoyable. There's 
just nothing like cringing 
when a spear heads your way, 
or having that feeling of 
falling when a character lit- 
erally loses his grip. This is 
kind of like an amusement 
park ride for your eyes. 

The show uses the same 
kind of animation that direc- 
tor Robert Zemeckis used in 
"The Polar Express." You'll 
be aware that you're watch- 
ing animation with charac- 
ters that are based on real 
actors. But that's perfectly 
fine for a fantasy tale.

Hrothgar declares that no 
more celebrations will be 
held in the hall where so 
many of his men have been 
slain. He seeks a warrior 
brave enough to fight the 
ogre, and finds that man in 
Beowulf (Ray Winston). He 
offers half his treasury as a 
reward. Beowulf (Ray 
Winstone) arrives from 


Greatland (a part jof 
Sweden), and offers not only 
to battle the terror but to do it 
without clothing or weapons. 

Beowulf isn't all that ;he 
seems, nor indeed is he all 
that he claims to be. He also 
struggles with a female 
demon (Angelina Jolie) and a 
dragon, not to mention his 
inner turmoil. 

You can get away with a 
lot more in a PG-13 film if it's 
animated. If this were live 
action, and had it not been 
for many strategically plaged 
items that prevent the audi- 
ence from seeing frontal 
nudity, this would have been 
rated R. 1 

Much license has been 
taken with the text, but 
what's here is an interpreta- 
tion, not a ruination, of the 
original story line. , 

Action and fantasy lovers 
won't be disappointed.

“Another significant 
change is set to sweep across 
the Stoneham Square area in 
the coming year,” notes the 
“Stoneham Independent.” 

“In a unanimous vote, the 
Selectmen authorized a 20,000 
square foot commercial rede- 
velopment of the Highland 
Printing building at 409-413 
Main Street. 

“According to local attor- 
ney Charles Houghton, repre- 
senting petitioner Frank 
Petrillo, his client is seeking 
to raze the entire structure to 
rebuild a new four-story 
building, which will stand 
over a parking garage with 
ten spaces. 

“The structure, which will 
stand roughly 45 feet tall, will 
contain retail businesses on 
the first floor, with the upper 
space being dedicated for 
business condominiums. 

“Although the exact num- 
ber of offices in the project 
hasn't been determined, the 
applicant is reportedly plan- 
ning on having space for at 
least ten separate condomini- 
ums. 

“There are two separate 
pieces of land which we 
would combine together’ the 
local lawyer explained. 
‘Years ago, if anybody 
remembers, this was the old 
Town Hall and police station. 
Then there was a fire there 
and it knocked down the 
building. So we would be 
restoring it to its original 
height 


Three-pronged 
strategy in 


Burlington 


“Town officials have start- 
ed the process of reviewing 
scenarios for fiscal 2009 
spending guidelines, _ but 


Town Administrator Robert 
Mercier said the financial 
outlook is largely contingent 
upon changes in the state’s 
property tax classification 
system,” notes the Burlington 
edition of the "Daily Times 
Chronicle." 

“Under that system, in 
effect since the late 1970s, 
communities can set differ- 
ent tax rates for residential 
and commercial property. 

“With commercial values 
stagnant and residential val- 
ues soaring, the classification 
system was modified in 
recent years to allow higher 
taxation on the commercial 
side in order to modify the 
impact for homeowners. 

“Burlington opted to take 
advantage of that option, but 
with a dramatic change on 
the residential side and an 
upswing for commercial 
property, the town is joining a 
number of other communities 
in seeking a further modifica- 
tion. 

“Mercier said that under 
the current arrangement, any 
tax increase would have to be 
shared equally between the 
commercial and residential 
side. He stated this would 
negate the impact on the levy 
(the amount of money the 
town collects through proper- 
ty taxes) of large commercial 
developments approved by 
the town in recent years. 

“The usual maximum of 
taxation for the commercial 
sector is 175 percent. 

“In exercising its option to 
go above that level, the town 
agreed to a five-year schedule 
in which the classification 
number for business would 
drop from that high point 
eventually down to 170 per- 
cent. 

“While acknowledging the 
town agreed to the five-year 
program, Mercier said 
changes in values commer- 


cially and residentially now 
make the schedule unwork- 
able for Burlington. 

“It defeats the purpose of 
classification, he stated. 

“In response, the town is 
pursuing a_ three-pronged 
strategy, Mercier 
explained...”

must sit for a week to a week- 
and-a-half until it reaches the 
point where it is “bone dry.” 
Once this phase is reached, the 
first kiln firing takes place, a 
process that lasts about 48 
hours. 

According to Carter, all of 
the excess moisture must be 
removed from the piece before 
it is placed in the kiln the first 
time or it could explode. After 
the first firing, the clay has 
hardened into porous ceramic. 

“This is where you paint 
with an underglaze,” Carter 
explained 

She noted that the under- 
glaze is similar to fast-drying 
paint in that it allows the artist 
to mix colors and do detail work 
in a way that cannot be done 
with normal glaze. 

Then it’s another 48 hours in 
the kiln to fire the underglaze, 
making the design permanent. 
Alter this second firing, the 
piece is still porous with a 
matte finish. Thus, it is time to 
apply a clear glaze and fire it 
for a third time. 

She explained, “The worst 
part is waiting for the pieces to 
cool after the third firing - I'm 
always anxious to see how 
everything came out, but if you 
open the lid or take the piece 
Out to soon, it will crack due to 
thermal shock. So I suppose 
this is not a hobby for the impa- 
tient person.” 

Carter added, “I think many 
people don't realize how much 
work goes into a piece. They are 
used to what you see in the 
stores: bowls that are mass-pro- 
duced in molds and decorated 
with decals. Of course they cost 
but there’s no beauty in

them. 
According to Carter, if a per- 
son orders a custom piece, they 
can have it their way in about 
to Lo four weeks, with pet bow! 
prices ranging trom $14 to $38.

She has been doing the work 
long enough to be able to, usu- 
ally complete a piece on the 
first try. However, there is no 
accounting for the bad batch of 
clay or underglaze that might 
crop up. She recalls one piece 
that took her four tries to get it 
right. 

For the most part, her cus- 
tomers are very patient, as it’s 
not a process that can be 
rushed. Besides, it is not every- 
where that a person can find a 
personalized bowl for a pet 
squirrel, potbellied pig, hedge- 
hog or a pet skunk. 

According to Carter, the 
squirrel and skunk are owned 
by a fellow animal lover who 
keeps a sanctuary and appears 
in schools doing special shows 
on wildlife. She added that 
skunks that have had their pro- 
tective glands removed actually 
make very good pets. “They’re 
a very fun pet - very cat-like.” 

The MSPCA’s Winter 
Festival will be the last event 
for this season. Carter expects 
to take a couple of months off to 
work on some new designs and 
product lines, but she will con- 
tinue to accept orders through 
her website and she will be 
back in the craft show circuit 
come spring.
